Slight. Relief Given. 

The break near Hickman will relieve 
the situation south of that place only 
slightly, as the water will make its 
way back into the Mississippi through 
Obion river, which taps Reelfoot Lake, 
the immediate reservoir for the over- 
flow at its southern terminus. 

Beyond that 45 feet will be exceeded 
at Memphis, ho attempt is being made 
now to estimate the volume to come. 
For 450 miles, which make up the cen- 
tral valley, the water is from 2 to 10 
feet above flood stage, and as far south 
as Vicksburg and Natchez, Miss., effect 
of the high water is being felt. At 
Memphis tonight the stage was 44 6-10 
feet, a rise of 4-10 in twelve hours. It 
is not thought that the crest of the 
rise will pass this point in less than a 
week, 

A dispatch was received at the office 
of the Tennessee levee board tonight 
from United States Senator Clark, of 
Arkansas, stating that the war depart- 
ment had been instructed to devote 
$49.000 of an emergency fund toward 
aiding in the fight between Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., and the mouth of the White 
river. Army supplies and tents are 
also to be sent to the aid of the flood 
sufferers. 

Destitution Pitiful. 

Pitiful cases of destitution have been 
relieved in various parts of the wide 
Stretches of country embraced in the 
central section of the valley.

In strong and 
passionate language Mr. Loeb urged the substitution of the policy 
. of striking back for the one of non-resistance. So forceful and bold 
are his theories that it is worth while reproducing them, in sub- 


stance, as follows: 


Send 100 soldiers of fortune to Russia, teach the brothers there to defend 
themselves against all odds. Put the fighting spirit in the brothers. Could 
the Russians oppress 10,000 Irishmen in Russia? No. I am a great respecter 
of law in every sense, but the first law is that of self-preservation, and after 
centuries of oppression it is time to act. How long would such conditions 
exist in Russia if the ghettos in that country were filled with Irishmen or 
Boers? Teach the boys in Russia to fight. Smuggle arms into that country. 
As fast as the brethren are shot or sent to Siberia let others take their places. 
I.et another generation of Jews arise and shoot their oppressors like dogs. 


So mighty and pathetic is the problem to which Mr. Loeb ad- 
dressed his utterances that his solution will inevitably create wide- 
spread discussion. Sympathy in this country for the oppressed 
Jews of Russia is by no means confined to their own creed.

DR. FUNK PROMISED 
RETURN AFTER DEATH 


New York, April 5.—Members of the 
American Society for Psychical Re- 
search hope to obtain an authoritative 
communication from the other world 
through the death of Dr. Isaac K. 
Funk yesterday. Dr. Funk, who was a 
noted investigator of psychical phenom- 
ena and published three books on the 
Subject of spiritualism, made elaborate 
arrangements some time ago to estab- 
lish communication with a living per- 
60n on earth following his death. 

Mr. Funk's plans were announced to 
his friends in a statement which he 
made shortly after the death of Prof. 
William James, the Harvard psycholo- 
gist. 

“We have determined on a certain 
code of signals which no one on earth 
knows but the person to whom I will 
communicate and myself, > ie’ 2p, 
Funk at that time. “If he receives one! 
of these signals after my death he will 
be absolutely certain by it that I have 
reached him. He will then establish 
communication with me either through 
a designated medium or by some means 
which I may discover in the next 
world.”’ 

While Dr. Funk did not indicate the 
identity of the person he proposed to 
reach from the spirit world, it is believ- 
ed that he is Dr. James H. Hyslop, ed- 
itor of the Journal of the American §So- 
ciety for Psychical Research, and Dr. 
Funk’s closest friend and co-worker 
in spiritualistic investigations.
